Baptist /Minister Tells of 


the Work in His 


Qiurch 


A WORTHY 


CANDIDATE 


Last Sunday was Rally Sunday at 


our church and was full of Interest 
from morning until night. 
At 11 a. 


m. a. good congregation assembled and 
the pastor preached on the text: "For- 
sake not the assemblage of yourselves 
together as the manner of some is," 
Hebrews 10-25. His subject was 'Im- 
portance of the Public Assemblage." 
The speaker first called attention to 
the great mass meeting and annual 
rallies and feasts of Israel and how 
they serve to transmit the faith and 
life of the Jews from generation to 
generation. 
What was true of 
the 


Jews was also true in the life of every 
people in every age. 


His second thought was that in the 


mind of the author of the text, the 
public assemblages was God's plan of 
guarding and 
fortifying 
his people 


against apostasy. 
Two-thirds of the 


backsliders are backsliders 
because 


they have forsaken the public assem- 
blage to become indifferent about go- 
ing to church usually means total, or, 
at least, dangerous indifference in all 
things religious. 
Collect a number 


of sticks and unite them closely and 
they become readily combustable and 
produce warmth and power, but sepa- 
rate the pieces of wood throw them to 
different parts of the yard or street 
and they soon cease to burn or show 
signs of life. We ought to come often 
together in person, and remain and 
work together always in spirit. 


The speaker went on to teach the 


value of the public gathering as a 
means of distributing knowledge. 
It 


must be a poor message indeed and a 
noorer listener if one's fund of knowl- 
edge is not materially added to by a 
erospel service. Again the mass meet- 
Ing is indispensible in value for the 
broken-hearted. Thousands of people 
everywhere can testify to the restful. 
cheering influence of the service of the 
sanctuary. 
The mass meeting is of 


srreat service as a place to create plans 
of co-operation. There are.great tasks 
to be done that can never be done until 
the entire congregation are Interested 
and help to do it. 


The mass meeting is essential In 


creation of enthusiasm; there is noth- 
ing we need in our work, except faith, 
so much as enthusiasm. 
Everybody 


it it, enthusiastically at it, always at 
it, should be our motto. 
The speaker 


then said that because of all these 
things, we should go to church, not be- 
cause it is convenient, not because It Is 
ileasant, trut because it is necessary. 
We should go to church regularly. It 
is begging the question to say,"I would 
Bather stay at home and read a good 
sermon than to go to church and hear 
a poor one." The sermon Is less than 
half the service, and none of us can 
afford to miss the better ha!f if the 
sermon is poor. 


We should go to our own church; 


denominational loyalty Is necessary; 
concentration of energy and interest 
is necessary to the best results In 
service. Our sympathy with and co- 
operation in the work of other chur- 
ches at proper times should be unmis- 
takable. We cannot be faithful to our 
own and do her the best service unless 
we love all. We should go to church 
early and get the benefit of the whole 
•ind not a part of the service. A half 
loaf is better than no loaf but a whole 
loaf is better than two halves. 


We should go to church sympatheti- 


cally, prayerfully, devoutly. We should 
take enthusiastic part in all the de- 
.•otional exercises; we should listen 
intelligently and charitably to the ser- 
mon and "with malice toward none 
ind charity toward all" do the Lord's 
work in the Lord's way. 


The Sunday School was good; the 


Young Peoples' Meeting in the even- 
ing was well attended and full of in- 
terest. 


The S. S. Rally and Concert, given 


At 7:30, filled the house with listeners 
and was, we think, an hour of much 
profit.

More than a year ago The Jonrnul suggested and 
warmly advocated the practical carrying out of the 
enabling Act, by the Fusion and Republican parties
